DECREASE SH SHOWN

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—-The 
Department of Justice served no- 
tice today that pending a careful 
examination of the statutes and a 
final ruling, newspapers which 
publish income tax returns will do 
so at their own risk. 

The department's ansouncement 
was made while Secretary Mellon 
and other ranking officials at the 
Taeasury were withholding any 
definite opinion. Revenue Com- 
missioner Blair. however, indica!- 
ed that he regarded publication of 
the returns as a Violation of the 
jaw. 

Provision Against Printing. 

In a telegram last night to rev-- 
‘nue collectors, Commissioner Bla:r 
asked them to call attention local’y 
to that provision of the revised 
statutes “making it uniawful <‘o 
print or publish any income tax re- 
turns.” He said today, however. 
that he had not tntended by ‘als 
language to express any opinion ** 


to whether publication would be in 


fact a violation of law, but oni 
had desired to have all interested 
persons understand what the lev 
says on the subject. 

The Commissioner evaded all a'- 
tempts to get a further construc- 
tion of his telegram or a defin te 
statement as to his own vier, 
Meanwhile the office of the Intrr- 
nal Revenue Solicitor began a study 
of the law on its own accord. 

Some of the officials concerned 
expressed the view privately that 
the question could be settled only 
by bringing a test case and throw- 
ing the whole problem into the 
courts. 

Justice Department Statement. 


Upon inquiry by Seeretary Mel- 
lon. this sfatement was iseved hy 
James M. Beck. Acting Attornevy- 
General in the absence of Attorney- 
General Stone. 

“Many inquiries have been re- 
ceived by the Department of Jus. 
tice asx to the publication In the 
press of the income tax records se- 
cured from the collectors of taxes 
offices under the ‘public inspection’ 
provisions of the tax law passed in 
May last. in view of the provisions 
of Section 3167 of the revised stat- 
utes, which. if unrepealed by the 
latter law, makes such provision a 
criminal offense. 

“Officials of the department state 
that a careful study of the two 
provisions will be made by the de- 
partment and im due course a con. 
clusion reached as to whether euch 
publication is permissible under 
the law as now amended. 

“In the meantime. the responsl- 
bility for such publications fuuet 
rest with those who fm any way 
publish the details of individual in. 
comes.’

“It is perfectly right that we 
should enlighten the public,” he 
added. 

“At the public expense?” Unter- 
myer inquired. “I should think it 
would be proper.”

Drummond, the league's secretary- 
general, and thanked him for his 
efforts on behalf of Greek and 
other Near Eastern refugees who 
are under the care of the league. 

When the official reception was 
terminated “Jackie” insisted on 
two things: Being photographed 
under the commnremoratice + 
President Wilson and seeing the 
league’s St. Bernard wai : 
which, “Jackie” said, he had heard 
received one franc a week out of 
the league budget. 

Sir Eric gave ‘‘Jackie” a letter 
praising the American people for 
coming forward with their accus- 
tomed speed and generosity to help 
the refugees and thanking the 
American Government relief organ- 
izations for their interest. The 
Secretary-General added: 

“Your children’s crusa@e should 
serve as an eloquent example to the 
future generations of all nations 
who will carry on the great work 
of international co-operation and 
good will, fir which the league ex- 
ists.”’

TO KEEP $500,000 
SYNAGOGUE OUT 


Residents Declare Site for 
Temple, in Exclusive 
Neighborhood, Was Ob- 
tained Through Fraud. 


On Skinker road, just a sliced 
drive away from the Forest Park 
golf links, lies Ellenwood, new resi- 
dential section, where well-to-do 
persons have heretofore felt safe 
in building attractive homes under 
the sheltering restrictions laid down 
by the trustees of the property, 
which forever banned wet wasn 
laundries, tailor shops, lunchrooms 
and their ilk from raising their 
noxious heads in this community 
of peace and quiet. 

Nothing, in fine, except a resi- 
dence, not to cost less than $10,- 
000, or a church, library or a doc- 
tor’s office, would be allowed with- 
in its confines. And it was in this 
spot, cut off from the workaday 
world like a walled city, that the 
United Hebrew Congregation de- 
cided to build. 

Four Lots Purchased. 

They purchased four lots, front- 
ing on 205-25 South Skinker road, 
and have completed plans for the 
erection of a $600,000 religious 
structure. Before they begin to 
build they must convince Circuit 
Judge Killoren that it will not be 
a sumptuous rallying place, a com- 
munity center for St. Louis Jewry, 
as charged in an injunction suit 
filed by home owners in the neigh- 
borhood headed by I. R. Goldberg, 
who lives just to the north of their 
site. 

It will be not simply a place of 
worship, the residents assert, but a 
dance hall, from which loud and 
unusual music will issue; a train- 
ing school for juvenile acrobats 
practicing the art in an elaborate 
gymnasium to be provided; the 
culminating point of many large 
parades and processions; an “eat- 
ing place”: it will house schools 
for children untutored in the En- 
glish language; co-operative insur- 
ance companies will meet there, 
as wil] lodge and fraternal orders. 
There will be festivities there pre- 
ceding, during and following wed- 
ding ceremonies, the res:ient: de- 
clare. “Young and old will be 
present day and night and will 
make loud and continual noises to 
annoy the residents,” the petition- 
ers continue, “and it will be an un- 
sightly structure 75 feet high cut- 
ting off sunlight and air from the 
adjoining homes.” 

Define a “Church.” 

In a ‘second amended petition 
the point is made that it will be in 
reality no church at all. For they 
contend that a “church,” a7 in- 
tended in the restrictions, {is “an 
edifice or a place of cssembl7 
erected for the use of persons who 
live within the boundaries of a 
community Mmited in size which 
building is specifically set aside 
for Christian worship by believers 
accepting the creeds of Christen- 
dom, and does not embrace large, 
grand structures, commonly called 
temples or synagogues, which ob- 
serve some other day than Sunday 
for primary service da.” 

It also is contended that the pur- 
chase was consummated through 
fraud in that the ground was 
bought by a straw man named 
“Murray,” who intimated that pri- 
vate homes were to be placed 
thereon. 

The congregation, through its 
president, Samuel J. Rusgsack, has 
entered a general denial all the 
allegations and holds that 
“church” means a place of worship 
in any tongue. There will be no 
dances accompanied by loud music. 
No intensive physical diversion will 
be offered the younger set. The 
weddings will be conducted with 
fitting restraint. It will not be used 
for gainful purposes, and proces- 
sions to its doors will be unheard 
of. 

“And despite innuendoes in the 
plaintiffs’ petition,” says President 
Russack, “the worship of Almighty 
God has not become a business, 
and the rearing of edifices devoted 
to His glory a distraction to the 
morals and pocketbooke of neigh- 
bors.”

Other Aldermen 
are more inclined to demand imme- 
diate building of a subway, and im- 
mediately after the Mayor’s mes- 
sage was received, Alderman Jo- 
seph Kostner introduced an ordl- 
nance for the immediate construc- 
tion of a downtown subway, to be 
submitted to the voters in Febru- 
ary. Kostner and other “dig-!t- 
now” Aldermen say the work of 
subway building should proceed 
while ‘the city settles other details 
of the traction problem. 

Besides the question of purchase 
price, the city and the lines thus 
far have not reached an agreement 
as to who shall control, for the 
first few. years, the properties pur- 
chaseqd by the city with Schwartz 
certificates.

DES MOINES, Ia., Oct. 24.—How 
Iowa goes is dependent at this mo- 
ment on the outcome of the strug- 
gle that the Democracy of the 
State is having with its political 
conscience.

dent Coolidge set forth last night 
policies of administration under 
which he purposes that the Govy- 
ernment will “maintain peace, pro- 
mote economy, provide a protective 
tariff, assist the farmers, leave the 
people in possession of their prop- 
erty and maintain the integrity of 


the courts.” 

In the last extended address he 
expects to make before election and 
the most comprehensive he has de- 
livered since his speech of accept- 
ance of the Republican nomination, 
the President declared his stand on 
practically every phase of Govern- 
ment affairs. He discussed cam- 
paign issues, in some instances for 
the first time. 

Mr. Coolidge spoke before the 
Fastern division of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United States, 
meeting here in the chamber’s new 
building, and the address was car- 
ried by radio to almost every sec- 
tion of the country. : 


‘Revolutionary Changes.” 

Summarizing the (administra- 
tion’s program which he said had

“We have a well defined foreign 
Policy known of all.men who will 
give it candid consideration. It 
has as its foundation peace with 
independence. We have abstained 
from joining the League of Na- 
tions mainly for the purpose of 
avoiding political entanglements 
and committing ourselves to the 
assumption of the obligations of 
others, which have been created 
without our authority and in 
which we have no direct interest. 
Under our constitution we cannot, 
by treaty, pledge or limit the fu- 
ture action of the Congress. We 
have not refused to help, we have 
not refused to co-operate, we 
have not refused to act, whenever 
circumstances have arisen under 
which we could render assistance,

action on our part are the treaties 
which resulted from the epoch- 
making Washington conference. 
Another is our participation in the 
London conference, which result- 
ed in the adoption of the Dawes 
plan for the financing of which our 
private citizens subscribed many 
times: over the amount necessary 
to float the German loan. All these 
acts have been practical, effective 
methods for the restoration of Eu- 
rope. We propose adherence to 
the Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice under any desired 
conditions or limif&tions which may 
seem practical, and which it can 
reasonably be anticipated would be 
agreed to by other interested na- 
tions. Such action would give our 
support to a tribunal before which 
we could never be brought without 
our consent, to which inte tional] 
disagreements could be voluntaril 
submitted.

COMMISSIONER OF 
SUPREME COURT DEAD 


Judgc Charles E. Small Suc- 
cumbs to Sudden Attack ‘of 
Acute Indigestion. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 24.— 
Judge- Charlies Edwin Small, 70 
years old, one of the four commis- 
sioners of the Missouri Supreme 
Court, died at hig residence here 
today, a few minutes after a sud- 
den attack of illness. Death is be- 
lieved to have been due to acute 
indigestion and heart trouble.
